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Berkshire Power on line as 
occupancy permit granted

After months of negotiating, Berkshire Power, LLC, 
was issued a Certificate of Occupancy July 3 and has 
been online ever since, according to Frank Basile, the 
company’s general manager 

“We're online and are fully commercially opera¬ 
tional,” Basile said. “It was a long process and I really 
believe that [Building Inspector] Nick Urbinati and the 
Mayor and others did a great job reviewing the plant. 
They were very, very thorough." 

In fact, Agawam was more thorough than any other 
town the company deals with, Basile said. 

“It was not typical," he said of the process and con¬ 
ditions stipulated by the town. “The requirements 
Agawam bestowed on us were not ordinary. They’re 
to the extreme. However, I’m confident we’ve met all 
the town’s requirements.” 

The plant, located at 36 Moylan Lane, is a state-of- 
the-art facility, according to Basile. 

“This equipment is very efficient. This plant is the 
most efficient facility to date," he said. 

Despite, more than one failed attempts to get the 
plant online several months ago, Berkshire Power is 
confident in its power and tested thoroughly prior to 
receiving the Certificate of Occupancy, he said. 

“We had some intense testing go on during the 
commissioning process," said Basile. “We’re fully 
operational and we’re confident we’ve met all the local 
hurdles." 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen said the area of greatest 
concern was known as Condition 15. 


“This condition states that Berkshire Power should 
be responsible for rebuilding the site back to its origi¬ 
nal state when and if it ever stops functioning," Cohen 
said. “I wanted it to be satisfactory not only to me, the 
building inspector and the city solicitor, but I also 
wanted it to be best for the citizens of Agawam. That’s 
why it took so long." 

An agreement was reached requiring Berkshire 
Power to set up a fund for site reconditioning. Cohen 
said that according to that agreement, after 40 years, 
Berkshire Power would have more than $6 million in 
that fund. The town also required the company to 
present a letter of credit from The Toronto-Dominion 
Bank, including authorized signatures. 

“I left absolutely no T’s uncrossed or I’s undotted,” 
Cohen said. “I was willing to agree to some things, but 
nothing that jeopardized Agawam. I’m very happy with 
the agreement.” 

Basile expressed similar sentiments. 

“We’re very happy to be operating in the Town of 
Agawam,” he said. “Our whole intent is to operate effi¬ 
ciently, provide good, clean power and be a good 
neighbor.” 

Berkshire Power has already made itself neighbor¬ 
ly in town, Cohen said. It has given the Agawam Fire 
Department several thousand dollars for equipment 
and has set up a giving program. The program allo¬ 
cates funds to Agawam residents and businesses 
selected by a program board, which consists of six 
community members.

Agawam residents enjoyed 
their 10 days in Italy 

To the Editor: 

This year, I wanted to plan a vacation that would be 
different, fun, and not within easy calling range of 
work. While I’ve traveled through many parts of 
Europe in years past, I had not been over on vacation 
in seven years. 

About two years ago, the Town of Agawam formed 
a Sister City Commission. The commission promotes 
cultural, social, educational, and economic exchange 
with its sister city. As Agawam has a sizeable popula¬ 
tion of Italian heritage, Reggio Calabria was chosen 
from a long list of criteria. Agawam hosted visitors 
from Reggio last fall and Commission members have 
traveled to Reggio. This year, the Commission 
planned a 10-day tour that would cover several major 
areas of Italy. It didn’t take long to make a decision, 
once I saw the itinerary and realized that I knew many 
of the 26 people in the group that were going! 

We flew out of JFK via Alitalia on May 25th and 
returned on June 3rd. During those 10 days, there 
was hardly an idle moment. Our tour organizer and 
guide had packed in many activities! We started with 
three days in Reggio Calabria. On our day of arrival, 
we were guests of the mayor at City Hall. We did not 
expect the degree of celebration planned, but they lit¬ 
erally rolled out the red carpet. There was over an 
hour of presentations - exchanges of gifts between 
Agawam and Reggio officials, including receiving the 
key to the city to bring back to Agawam’s mayor. 

Reggio is a modern city of 200,000 inhabitants, 
surrounded by a wealth of splendid scenery. It is 
located in the southwest tip of the boot of Italy, on the 
Straights of Messina, within 10 miles of Sicily. It is 
somewhat off the beaten path for “standard” tours of 
Italy. During our three days, we visited several nearby 
areas - Scila and its famous castle; the fishing village 
of Chianalea; the Locri Archeological museum on the 
southeast coast; and the hilltop village of Gerace, 
which is famous for its medieval churches and scenic 
views of countryside and shoreline. 

From Southern Italy, our motorcoach brought us to 
the ruins of Pompeii. The afternoon guided tour was 
excellent, with highlights of the town presented by our 
English-speaking guide. Pompeii was destroyed by 
the eruption of Mount Vesuvius in 79 A.D., killing over 
2,000 people. The volcanic ash preserved much of 
the detail, which can now be visited in the excava- 
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tions. 

Rome was another highlight. The Colosseum has 
been under restoration, and you can now walk on the 
top level The Roman Forum was a disappointment, 
as it was “closed for a union meeting" on the day of 
our visit' Instead, we went to the Vatican and attend¬ 
ed the outdoor Mass and blessing in St. Peter’s 
Square by the Pope. The afternoon was spent touring 
the famous Vatican museums, the Sistine Chapel, 
and St. Peter’s Church. After dinner, we had the 
“Rome At Night" tour, which included visiting the Trevi 
Fountain. It was bed at midnight! 

The last part of the tour was to Pisa, Florence, and 
Montecatini. Florence is best known as the art capital 
of Italy. We started our day with a visit to Piazza 
Michelangelo, a mountainside area that overlooks the 
entire valley of the city of Florence (an excellent pnoio 
location!). The rest of the day was spent in downtown 
Florence, shopping and visiting several locations - the 
Church of Santa Croce (where famous people like 
Galileo are buried), Piazza dell Signoria (City Hall) 
and the Galleria dell’ Accademia (contains many of 
Michelangelo’s works, including the famous David ). 

Our tour wrapped up with a visit to the hilltown ot 
San Gimignano. There are over 60 towers, built in 
medieval times for protection against warring tribes. 
The cobblestone roads, quaint shops and cafes, and 
scenic vistas of the Tuscany hills (combined with 
moderate temperatures and sunny weather) made for 
an excellent conclusion. We literally ate and walked 
our way through Italy! 

For those that have asked, I did shoot 900 slides 
and there will be upcoming public showings.

Candidate says condo owners 
deserve to be treated fairly

Imagine you are a dark-skinned person and con¬ 
sidered by law to be only three-fifths of a person. 
Imagine you are an American citizen, but you are not 
allowed by law to vote, simply because you are a 
woman. Even though those laws have been changed, 
many people suffered the reality of not being treated 
fairly.

As we are all aware, the Town of Agawam provides 
certain benefits for its residents, which are paid for 
with our property taxes. Even though our property 
taxes differ because the value of our homes differ 
from one another, each of us enjoys the same level of 
services from the Town. Well, almost everybody. You 
see, the Town of Agawam does not provide trash 
removal services to Agawam residents who live in 
condominiums.

When asked why the Town of Agawam does not 
provide this basic service to condo owners, along with 
a request to change the policy, Mayor Richard Cohen 
was quoted as saying: “There's case law that states 
condominium associations are private property ... 
we’re not required to pick it up because it’s private 
property.” 

I am surprised by Mayor Cohen, who just took 
great pride, as well as credit, for arranging for every- 
week trash removal (Hey - it only cost more money for 
the contract! That was really some savvy negotiating 
on our behalf!), and timed it for what appears to be 
maximum political benefit, then turns and throws 
legalese case law in the faces of condominium own¬ 
ers. 

In my opinion, citing case law in this instance is the 
tactic of the bully. “I do, simply because I can” is a lot 
different from “I do, because it's the right thing to do. 
The role of the government is not to be a bully. With 
regard to bullies, government should instead protect 
us from them. 

Sadly, sometimes politicians act in divisive ways. 
Mayor Cohen may not have meant to pit single-fami¬ 
ly homeowners against condo owners, and he may 
not be banking on a hope that single-family home- 
owners won’t care how condo owners are treated, as 
long as their trash is picked up. In the meantime, 
some single-family homeowners may fear they II see 
an increase in their own taxes if condo owners get 
their garbage picked up. We can and should come 
together on this. 

Taxes do not have to go up in order to treat all 
Agawam residents fairly. I've already demonstrated 
how l can exercise fiscal discipline on the new fire 
truck. My proposal on the new fire truck would yield us 
an initial savings of $150,000, plus savings on finance 
charges of between $150,000 to $240,000, for a total 
savings of between $300,000 to $540,000. You can 
trust me to exercise fiscal discipline in all areas of 
town finances and expenditures. 

Now, people may think that’s just a bunch of politi- 
cian-talk," a campaign pledge that will be immediate¬ 
ly broken and forgotten. This pledge can be kept. As 
a community, we should keep in mind that while we 
may tt\Vnk W’s nice to have weekly trash pickup (at sin¬ 
gle tami'y homes only, of course), there was not 
much, if any demand for that service. We can easily 
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roll back the trash collection system to what every¬ 
body is currently happy with, and redeploy the money 
Mayor Cohen allocated for the weekly service to fund 
our fair treatment policy. 

Furthermore, published reports indicate that our 
new quarterly billing of property taxes will generate an 
additional $100,000 to our town, some of which could 
also fund our fair treatment policy. 

It is important that Agawam alter its trash collection 
policies. If I am elected mayor, I will do it as soon as 
possible. The reason we must update our town’s poli¬ 
cies is not only because it’s our friends, or our rela¬ 
tives, or our neighbors, and maybe even ourselves 
someday, who live in condos. 

We must act together to treat each Agawam resi¬ 
dent fairly, because to do otherwise is contrary to an 
important and fundamental American principle: when 
any of us is diminished, we are all diminished.

Don’t be fooled into thinking that this is something 
that will only affect the residents in the Main Street 
and River Road areas. Any increase in Six Flags traf¬ 
fic has a negative impact on the entire town. We must 
speak out against this with a strong public outcry. 

Our town is certainly worth the effort needed to pre¬ 
serve the quality of life that Agawam has always 
offered. Don’t sit at home and figure that someone 
else will take care of this problem. 

Take action now. Get involved; after all, it’s your 
town, not Six Flags’! The people that run Six Flags 
don’t live here and don't have to deal with the prob¬ 
lems that they create.

The delegation spent of total of three days in 
Reggio, a city of 200,000 residents. Their city hall, the 
Palazzo Di San Giorgio, is massive, with arches, 
columns, marble, and artwork throughout. 

“It was like being surrounded by Greco-Roman art,” 
said Euliano. “After that evening, it became obvious to 
me that every seco'nd of effort that went into this proj¬ 
ect over the last four years was worth it.” 

Across the Straits of Messina from Reggio, they 
could also see Mt. Etna, which just erupted within the 
past week. 

“We were given a local bilingual school teacher 
named William," Euliano continued, “who was our 
guide for three days. He was a tremendous asset to 
the group. We toured many of the local points of inter¬ 
est in the Reggio village; for example, the fishing vil¬ 
lage of Scila and the archeological digs at Locri. 

“We also visited the village of Gerace, whose 
cathedra! dates back to the ninth century, and the 
Museum of the Bronzes of Riace at the Museum in 
Reggio,” said Euliano. 

The contingent then headed north to Rome, stop¬ 
ping in Pompeii to visit the ruins where 20,000 people 
were buried when Mt. Vesuvius erupted in A.D. 79. 

Euliano told us, “The city is just as it was, with digs 
which are remarkably detailed. It was a bustling, com¬ 
mercial city in its day.” 


In Rome, the entourage from Agawam had a Papal 
audience in St. Peter’s Square, toured the Vatican 
Museum, saw the Trevi Fountains, visited the Sistine 
Chapel in the Vatican, and went to the American 
Embassy. 

When asked about the cuisine in Italy, Euliano told 
us that the best food they had was in Reggio Calabria, 
but that it was extremely good everywhere they trav¬ 
elled. 

From Rome, they went on to the famous city of 
Florence, where they saw Michelangelo’s "David.” 

They toured the city of Pisa and saw the famous 
Leaning Tower of Pisa and continued to Luca, a 13th 
century fortified city, and travelled on to San 
Gimignano, noted for its several bell towers. 

They also stayed in Montecatini, famous as a spa 
town in Tuscany. 

“The 26 people who went on this trip got along real¬ 
ly well. The chemistry was great. I was very proud of 
the way they conducted themselves so elegantly in 
Reggio while representing our city. Would I do this 
again? In a hearbeat!” 

Just a few years ago, the Sister City Commission 
was a dream in the minds of a few local visionaries. 
They have set in motion a series of unique cultural 
experiences which will enrich the citizens of Agawam 
as well as those of Reggio Calabria. 

“Last October, we entertained a small group of peo¬ 
ple from Reggio, involving our entire town; a group of 


our commissioners and friends have just returned 
from Reggio; and the commission is expecting an 
intern, Marina Coppolino, who will arrive July 21st.” 

The 25-year-old Reggio resident will start her 
internship at summer school at Agawam High School. 
This will be followed by time at Perry Lane Park, the 
Agawam Senior Center, the Town Treasurer’s office, 
the Town Clerk’s office, the Town Health Department, 
State Senator Linda Melconian’s office, American 
International College’s division of International Affairs, 
and Mayor Richard A. Cohen’s office. Her visit will 
extend six weeks, from July 21st to September 1st. 

Marina will stay in Sister City Commissioner 
Carmela Marzano’s home. The commission antici¬ 
pates many wonderful experiments in cultural oppor¬ 
tunities through this program. 

Euliano expressed his feelings about the program: 
“I have always felt that in this relationship, our differ¬ 
ences would be those things that ultimately would 
bond us together as members of the international 
community. When Susan and I, Anthony Bonavita, 
John Negrucci, and Joseph Langone had only a 
dream, we knew the concept would succeed because 
of the people in Agawam. We were right. Each and 
every member of the Sister City Commission has con¬ 
tributed immensely in their own way to the success of 
this relationship.”

* Is the garage kept free of oil, paint, and grease? 

* Are all flammable liquids stored in Underwriters 
Laboratory (UL) or Factory Mutual (FM) approved 
metal safety cans outside the house? 

* Do you know never to use gasoline to clean? 

* When you use flammable liquids (look on the 
label to tell if it is flammable), do you use them in a 
well-ventilated area away from heat sources? 

COMBUSTIBLES

* Are accumulations of old furniture, newspapers, 
books, and magazines kept to a minimum? 

OUTDOORS 

* Is the area around the outside of your house kept 
free of rubbish and dry 
leaves? 

* Is the barbecue grill kept 
away from combustibles and 
where it will not tip over on 
anyone? 

* Do you always wait for 
motors (la wn mower, mini¬ 
bike, etc.) to cool down 
before refueling them? 

* Do you extinguish all 
cigarettes when refueling 
your car at the gas station? 

MATCHES AND CARE¬ 
LESS SMOKING 
* Are plenty of large, deep 
ashtrays kept where people 
smoke? 

* Do you make certain 
that all smoking materials 
are cold before disposing of 
them? 

* Are matches kept out of 
the reach and sight of young 
children? 

* Are older children taught 
the proper use of matches 
under supervision?

Tom McCarthy, an Agawam High graduate remem¬ 
bered by many for his sparkling eyes and quick wit, 
has turned a potential affliction into an opportunity to 
make our state parks and forests accessible to every¬ 
one. 

“When you eliminate the barriers in the world, you 
eliminate the disability,” Tom says. 

Tom was one of the last people to suffer polio and 
completed his schooling using crutches. As luck 
would have it, he was further injured and now uses a 
wheelchair. 

In spite of these challenges, Tom recently was cho¬ 
sen by Greenfield Community College as one of three 
2001 Distinguished Alumni. Tom graduated from GCC 
in 1979. 

Being wheelchair-bound is a peripheral issue for 
him, for his workplace spans the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts from Pittsfield to the Cape. As Director 
of the Universal Access Program for the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Management, his mandate is to create accessible out¬ 
door experiences in state parks and forests for every¬ 
one. 

“When I see how much fun people (with disabilities) 
are having - skiing, kayaking, swimming, whatever - 
when they’re out there in the world having a great time 
and it’s being made safe for them, that’s a big satis¬ 
faction for me," he reflected. 

The Distinguished Alumni Awards honor GCC 
alums who have contributed to their community in an 
altruistic and exemplary way; risen to prominence in 
their profession; or have overcome some obstacle to 
achieve their goals. 

To think that when Tom entered GCC on crutches 
some 20 years ago, things were different. 

"I was the only disabled person I knew,” he said. 

As an art major, he dragged paintings in and out of 
the building and remembers, "There were a lot of 
doors at that time! Although it was a bit of a challenge, 
I never thought much about it. I never knew it was a

******* 
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God cares how we treat each other 


There are some people who think that Christianity 
is all about “pie in the sky” sort of stuff. Others think 
that because they can't see God, God can’t see them. 
Both types of people tend to minimize the impact of 
religion on day to day living. However, we would do 
well to realize that in more than half of the Ten 
Commandments, God instructs us how to get along 
with each other. 

In Jesus’ day, there were some people who thought 
that if they attended religious services with some fre¬ 
quency and followed other religious observances, 
how they treated other people wouldn't matter to God. 
Jesus challenged that assumption in the Parable of 
the Good Samaritan. 

An expert in the Law of Moses stood up and 
asked Jesus a question to see what He would say. 
“Teacher” he asked, “what must I do to have eter¬ 
nal life?” Jesus answered, “What is written in the 
Scriptures? How do you understand them?” The 
man replied, “The Scriptures say, ‘Love the Lord 
your God with all your heart, soul, strength and 
mind.’ They also say, ‘Love your neighbor as 
yourself.’” Jesus said, “You have given the right 
answer. If you do this, you will have eternal life.” 

One can easily imagine how pleased this man was 
with himself. He had not only given the correct 
answer, he had done so on the first try! But the man 
wanted to justify himself. So he asked Jesus, 
“Who are my neighbors?” Perhaps the man was 
hoping Jesus would give him a very narrow definition 
of what He meant by the term “neighbor,” something 
which wouldn't stretch him too much. If that was the 
case, the man was about to become very disappoint¬ 
ed. 
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went by on the other side. 

“A man from Samaria then came traveling 
along that road. When he saw the man, he felt 
sorry for him and went over to him. He treated his 
wounds and bandaged them. Then he put him on 
his own donkey and took him to an inn, where he 
took care of him. The next morning he gave the 
innkeeper two silver coins and said, ‘Please take 
care of the man. If you spend more than this on 
him, I will pay you when I return.’" Then Jesus 
asked, “Which of these three people was a real 
neighbor to the man who was beaten up by rob¬ 
bers?” 

The answer was painfully obvious. Jesus’ question 
almost did not need to be answered. Obviously, the 
religious people in the story had struck out. The 
teacher answered, “The one who showed pity.” 
Jesus said, “Go and do the same. ” 

It is a matter of history that there was, during the 
days of Jesus, a lot of animosity between the Jewish 
people and the Samaritans. It would be fair to say that 
the two groups hated each other. It may be that the 
teacher of the Law of Moses couldn’t bring himself to 
say a kind word about a Samaritan person, so he 
described him by his action rather than by his nation¬ 
ality. 

When people think about this parable, they most 
often focus on the poor man who got himself beaten 
within an inch of his life. We tend to think this is a story 
about showing mercy to people in distress. But it may 
be that such thinking misses the point which Jesus 
was trying to make. 

It appears that even though much of the volume, or 
quantity, of Jesus’ story focuses on the robbery victim, 
it would help us to recall what the question was in the 
first place. The teacher of the Law of Moses had 
asked, “Who is my neighbor?” That is the question 
Jesus answered. 

The neighbor in Jesus’ story was the person who 
saw beyond national, or cultural, or racial differences 
and saw a person through, for lack of a better term, 
the eyes of God. The neighbor was the one who 
appreciated the fact that each and every last one of us 
is made in the image of God, and that God wants us

Finding the right real estate agent... 


Before beginning the home-buying process, you 
must remember that as a potential home-buyer, you 
are the one in charge ... not the real estate agent ...

Home sale details... 

There are a myriad of legal details involved in sell¬ 
ing your home.

* Be prepared to convey the property with a deed - 
a legal document that transfers the title (or ownership 
of rights) of the property to the new owner.

Sobriety test... 

Even though a motorist was not advised that he 
could refuse to submit to field sobriety tests, evidence 
of the tests could be admitted against him, the 
Supreme Judicial Court ruled. 

A district court judge had denied the motorist’s 
motion to suppress the field sobriety test results and 
certified to the Appeals Court the question of whether 
such advice to the motorist was, indeed, necessary. 

The Supreme Judicial Court answered “no,” finding 
that the motion to suppress was properly denied. 

'There is nothing in the request that the person 
perform these brief and simple tests that takes these 
cases, as a category, out of the general rule that 
advice as to a right to refuse is not necessary," the 
Court held. Further, the Court said that “disclosure of 
such right to refuse is not necessary for a valid con¬ 
sent.” 

This case is particularly significant because the 
majority of people who take the roadside field sobriety 
tests don’t know they have a right to refuse them, and 
that their refusal cannot be introduced into evidence 
against them.

This week, I am “repeating” a story that created 
considerable interest when it appeared in the 
Advertiser News a few weeks ago. Because it 
received so much feedback, I’ve decided that it is 
worthy of “reprinting. ” 

CAUGHT IN THE MIDDLE 

The scene opens with two loud screams from the 
floor below our second-floor bedrooms. I was 12 
years-old. 

We were awaken by two loud screams from my 
mother. They could be faintly heard through our bed¬ 
room floor. This was not an unusual experience for us 
kids. So, we all remained in our beds wide-eyed and 
anxiously alert, not knowing what was going to hap¬ 
pen this time. 

Another even louder shriek trumpeted our charge 
from our beds. Jeanne (16), the eldest, got to the top 
of the staircase landing first. She was followed by my 
younger brothers. John (10) - the quiet, silent one - 
arrived next. Denis (6), who could never do anything 
right, swiftly jumped out of his bed and pulled up 
alongside me. We all sat on the steps, fearfully listen¬ 
ing for what might happen next. 

“DANIEL!!!” my mother screamed at the top of her 
lungs. Daniel, the meek and sensitive one, knew how 
to handle everyone. I led the charge down the worn, 
carpeted stairs past the open sliding doors into the liv¬ 
ing room. I could hardly believe my eyes. I turned to 
see what I should do. All I saw was the terror on my 
sister’s face, while my brothers covered their eyes. 
They might flee and run upstairs, I thought, but I must 
go forward. 

Through the railroad-style rooms I ran, jumping 
over downed dining room chairs. I nearly tripped over 
the kitchen bench, almost causing a fatal mishap. Up 
I stood, between mom and dad, facing both of their 
faces. Mom covered her face with her hands. Dad’s 
Budweiser-glazed eyes were filled with piercing hate. 

In my father’s right arm dangled my newborn broth¬ 
er; both were bumped up against the corner sink. In 
dad’s left hand was the large, very sharp carving 
knife, pointing and pressing up against little Michael’s 
throat. Dad’s hands were shaking and uncertain. His 
speech was blurred and repetitive. 

Mom took all this in and then reminded me of my 
assigned role - “get in the middle between death and 
death and make life live on without a stratch.” “No 


matter what you do,” she said, “just do it quick. Do it 
now, so the kids can get back to bed." But most of all, 
“Do something now, before your brother James (14) 
gets home." 

So, I tried talking dad down. I pleaded with him at 
first. Then, I cried a cry of pain that expressed every¬ 
one’s pain. This must have scared dad and/or maybe 
even provided some necessary relief for him. 
Whatever the case, he slowly put down the knife on 
the counter. 

I nervously moved in to grab the clinging, out¬ 
stretched arms of little Mike, who continued to wail 
with fright. Jeanne came mothering (as she always 
did), not yet sufficiently overwhelmed to freeze up like 
mom. Off we all went upstairs back to our beds. 
Nothing was said. Sobbing tears could be heard, muf¬ 
fled under our protective pillows. 

I didn’t know what would become of mom and dad 
that night, but I was just glad James hadn’t walked in 
on this. I think he would have tried to kill my father on 
the spot. 

After a while, I think I almost fell back to sleep, 
when another spinetingling shriek was let out by my 
mother. Off my top bunk I flew, hyper-vigilant was all I 
knew. Dad lay on the living room rug, all curled up like 
a ball. Mom sat trembling in her favorite living room 
chair, holding her leg and gasping for air. 

In came James, on cue for the kill. We both looked 
down at the floor, then up to the stairs. James’ pot¬ 
shot eyes were enraged. He screamed at Jeanne to 
take the kids back upstairs. With one look at the hard, 
wooden handbroom on the rug and her swollen, 
instantly-bruised leg, he began to kick dad repeated¬ 
ly, all over his curled body. 

Dad just lay there, absorbing James’ every blow. I 
ran to the phone and called 911. Then, I ran back into 
the living room and jumped in between them. I some¬ 
how re-directed James to mom’s needs. I collapsed 
over dad, becoming a human shield to blanket him. I 
could smell dad’s breath, reeking of beer. He probably 
didn’t feel a thing (I hoped). 

He was led out of the living room in handcuffs, and 
the rest is now all but a blur. After all, it never really 
happened since dad couldn't RECALL.

Tips regarding summer barbecue safety and food poisoning 


The warmer weather is here, and your barbecue 
grill is getting its summertime workout once again. 
Whether picnicking in your backyard or at your local 
park, remember that proper food handling is essential 
since bacteria multiplies rapidly in warm weather. 

To keep your picnic safe and healthy this summer, 
Nancy Anderson, MS. RD, LD, a registered dietitian at 
Baystate Medical Center in Springfield, offers the fol¬ 
lowing tips to help prevent food poisoning: 

Marinate meat, poulty, fish, and seafood in the 
refrigerator and not on the counter, and cook it thor¬ 
oughly. 

Do not re-use the marinate: it contains juices of 
the raw product. 

* Avoid raw shellfish (such as clams and oysters) 
which may contain viruses and bacteria that cause 
hepatitis. 

* All perishable food should be refrigerated within 
one hour of being taken out of the refrigerator in warm 
weather; two hours in cooler weather. 

* Microwave kitchen sponges on high for 30 to 60 
seconds to kill bacteria. 

“While enjoying the bounty of summer at picnics 
and barbecues, remember another simple rule - 
always wash your hands while preparing and serving 
food,” adds Diana Hitchcock, dietetic technician regis¬ 
tered, who is the manager of Food Services at Mary 
Lane Hospital in Ware. “It’s easy to forget when pool- 
side or at the park or beach, but take along a bacteri¬ 
al hand cleanser for times when soap and water are 
not readily available.” 

Peter Savenko of Agawam, director of Food and 
Nutrition Services for Baystate, offers several healthy 
summer barbecue recipes that are low in fat, low in 
polycyclic aromatic hydrocarbons (PAHs), and if 
cooked properly, low in salmonella-producing agents. 

PAHs are linked to an increase in stomach cancer 
among people who consume grilled, smoked, and 
cured foods on a regular basis. PAHs are found in 
smoke created when dripping fat hits the hot coals. To 
reduce the risk of PAH consumption, barbecuers 
should: 

* Grill only lean, well-trimmed meats. 

* Partially pre-cook meats such as chicken, raw 
sausage, and country-style ribs, then finish the cook¬ 
ing process on the grill. 

* Use low-fat or non-fat marinades to baste the 
meats. 

* Wrap foods in foil before placing them on the grill. 

* Use a drip pan (be sure to keep the drip pan from 
resting directly on the coals). 

* Dampen the coals if smoke becomes too heavy. 

* Do not char or overcook foods. 

Food poisoning symptoms usually begin two hours 
to two days after eating the tainted food. 

Deborah Palmeri, RN, BSN, manager, Emergency 
Department of the Franklin Medical Center in 
Greenfield, advises. “Seek medical treatment if you 
experience such severe vomiting that you become 
dehydrated. Most adults can handle one day without

nutrition, but after that, continued vomiting requires 
medical attention. High fever can also indicate a more 
serious illness.”

GRILLED VEGETABLES 

The grilled vegetables are low in fat, cholesterol- 
free, high in fiber, and very high in flavor, according to 
Savenko. 

Ingredients: 

1 Zucchini Squash (Washed and Cut into 1/4 in. 
Steaks) 

1 Summer Squash (Washed and Cut into 1/4 in. 
Steaks) 

2 Ears of Corn (Husked, Washed and split in 2) 

1 Red Bell Pepper (Washed, Seeded, and 
Quartered) 

1 Green Bell Pepper (Washed, Seeded, and 
Quartered) 

1/2 Cup Red Wine Vinegar 

1/2 Cup White Zinfandel Wine 

1/4 Cup Olive Oil 

2 Cloves Garlic (Chopped Fine) 

1 Tsp. Sweet Basil Leaves 

1/2 Tsp. Oregano 

1/2 Tsp. Freshly Ground Black Pepper 

Procedure: 

To form the basting sauce, combine the red wine 
vinegar, white zinfandel wine, olive oil, chopped garlic, 
sweet basil leaves, oregano, and black pepper. Whisk 
the mixture vigorously and chill for 2 hours before use. 

Turn the outside gas grill on high and allow grates 
to become red hot. Baste an even coat of the sauce 
over the vegetables and place them onto the hot grill. 
Cook vegetables until slightly'charred on both sides 
and slightly limp. Pour remaining sauce over the veg¬ 
etables and serve, hot or cold, at your next barbecue.

Savenko says that this 
one is so good that “you’ll 
think you’re breaking all 
the rules of ‘Healthfulness,’ 
but the lean pork and tangy 
sauce keeps you healthy 
and happy.”

2 LB Pork Loin 
(Trimmed and Cut 6”x2”1” 

Strips) 

1/2 Cup Pineapple Juice 

1/2 Cup Tomato Paste 

1/4 Cup Spanish Onion 
(Diced Fine) 

1/4 Cup Maple Syrup 


1/4 Cup Red Wine 

1 Clove Garlic (Chopped Fine) 

1 Tsp. Sweet Basil Leaves 

1/2 Tsp. Black Pepper (Freshly Ground) 

Procedure: 

In a medium-sized bowl, combine the pineapple 
juice, tomato paste, diced onion, maple syrup, 
chopped garlic, red wine, basic, ground black pepper, 
and whisk vigorously to form a barbecue sauce. Place 
the pork strips into a shallow pan and coat evenly with 
barbecue sauce. Place the coated pork into the refrig¬ 
erator overnight to allow for thorough marination.

1/2 Cup Fat-Free Sour Cream 

1 Tbsp. Fresh Dill Weed (Chopped) 

1 Whole Fresh Lemon 

Procedure: 

Combine the fat-free mayonnaise, fat-free sour 
cream, chopped dill weed, and juice of 1/2 lemon. 
Whisk the ingredients thoroughly to form the sword¬ 
fish sauce. Baste a thick coat of this creamy dill sauce 
on all sides of the swordfish steaks and refrigerate for 
one hour.

Think “cold" this summer 

Applying cold to an area of the body helps promote 
healing. When an injury to a joint occurs, either from 
sports, a fall, an accident, overuse, or wear and tear, 
the injury results in inflammation (swelling) to the sur¬ 
rounding muscle fibers, tendons, ligaments, and 
nerves. This creates symptoms of pain, swelling, 
heat, and redness. 

Applying cold to the injured area will result in vaso¬ 
constriction (constricting the vascular or blood supply 
to the region) to help reduce the symptoms of inflam¬ 
mation and will help relax muscle spasm. 

Applying cold during the first 24-48 hours after an 
injury will help reduce recovery time. We can see this 
in action watching sports events. When a player is 
injured, the first treatment applied is ice. 

To apply cold: 

* Wrap a cold pack in a towel during use. Some of 
my patients use a bag of frozen peas or corn. They 
say it conforms better than regular cold packs to the 
area. 

* Apply for 10-15 minutes once an hour if a signifi¬ 
cant injury or 2-4 times per day for a mild injury. 

Often headache sufferers benefit from an ice pack 
under the neck. This helps decrease the blood flow 
and reduce inflammation. Also, an ice pack on the low 
back at the end of a physical day helps promote heal¬ 
ing. The weight-bearing joints, including the spine, 
are constantly receiving microtraumas, especially 
with more physical activity in the summer. Ice will help 
decrease the discomfort from the increased activities. 
So, this summer, stay cool with ice and chiropractic!

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“Morphy’s” flaw??? 


Probably one of Eddie Murphy’s most famous and 
recognizable roles is that of Detroit law enforcer Axel 
Foley in the “Beverly Hills Cop" trilogy. These films 
were amazingly successful vehicles for Murphy’s 
already-blooming career. I would wager that many of 
you probably haven't seen these films for some time, 
so I am recommending them for rental. Parents be 
warned, however; this is adult entertainment due to 
violence and foul language, so please use discretion 
with the little ones. 

* “Beverly Hills Cop”: 1984. Rated R. 

Eddie Murphy’s Axel Foley travels to Beverly Hills 
in search of his friend’s murderer. Once there, he 
launches a one-man investigation. It doesn't take long 
for Foley’s one-man investigation to attract the 
Beverly Hills Police Department’s attention. Enter 
Judge Reinhold as Detective Billy Rosewood and 
John Ashton as Sergeant Taggart, two cops who are 
tailing Foley. Director Martin Brest (“Scent Of A 
Woman”) creates some ingenious on-screen chem¬ 
istry between these three actors. 

There are a couple of specific things that make this 
film work so well. The first is the aforementioned on¬ 
screen chemistry that is created between Foley, 
Rosewood, and Taggart. Obviously, the impeccable 
casting aids in this endeavor twofold, but the diversity 
between the three characters creates some hilarious 
moments in the film. We see Foley as the rebellious 
type who does things one way ... his way. Then we 
have Rosewood, who is nothing more than a kid at 
heart who is partnered with Taggart, a cop who stern¬ 
ly prefers to do things by-the-book. These differences 
are built into the fabric of each character and help cre¬ 
ate the tension in the film when the trio are forced to 
join forces in a common goal. 

Also worth noting is the musical score which sets 
the pace for the picture and perfectly complements 
the action on-screen. Also look for Bronson Pinchot in 
an absolutely unforgettable role as Serge, the art 
gallery associate. Director Martin Brest himself even 
has a cameo as a hotel clerk. As a bit of trivia, 
Sylvester Stallone was originally slated to play the 
role of Axel Foley. It is difficult now to envision 
Stallone in that role after Murphy’s energetic portray¬ 
al. 

“Beverly Hills Cop” is quite the balancing act 
throughout the film. There are moments of high 
drama, great humor, and superb dialogue. With the 
exception of excessive foul language, this film is a 
wonderful example of the perfect film model that pres¬ 
ents a conflict and resolves the plot in perfect time by 
film’s end. There are no loose ends to be found. It 
turns out to be one of those films that you don’t want 
to end ... but don’t fret, there’s more Axel Foley to 
come! 4 STARS. 

* “Beverly Hills Cop II”: 1987. Rated R. 

Eddie Murphy, Judge Reinhold, and John Ashton 
are back (along with other centrals from the first film) 
for another outing. This time, Foley is working under¬ 
cover to investigate a series of heists performed by a 
new villain, the Alphabet Bandit, in the hopes of con¬ 
necting the attempted murder of his pal, Beverly Hills 
Police Captain Andrew Bogomil, to the crimes. Of 
course, he is also reunited with Rosewood and 
Taggart, and their chemistry is in full force and proves 
to be the main highlight of this otherwise formulaic 
sequel. 

Part of the problem with this film is continuity. At the 
end of the last film, Foley is booted out of town by 
Ronny Cox’s Bogomil, who still seemed to be any¬ 
thing but Foley’s friend. When this film opens, howev¬ 
er, the two are planning a fishing trip! What’s going on 
here? I suspect the new director, Tony Scott, simply 
wrote the two as being friends now so that Foley 
would have a greater interest in solving the Alphabet 
Crimes; otherwise, there would have been no plot 
here. I also have to question why is Foley yet again 
able to work in Beverly Hills, which is a few hundred 
miles from his proper jurisdiction. These minor techni¬ 
calities, however, by no means destroy this film. 
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Whenever a sequel is made, it is hoped that the 
filmmakers will atttempt to freshen the story with the 
use of some new characters and a new and original 
plotline while still retaining the elements that worked 
in the first film. Well, "Beverly Hills Cop II” does intro¬ 
duce new characters, including Bridgette Nielson 
(who delivers a fine performance in a surprise role I 
shouldn’t reveal here). The plotline, however, doesn't 
bring much originality to the film. Murphy again inves¬ 
tigates a murder/attempted murder of a friend outside 
of his locale; this is essentially the same plot-driving 
device of the first film. 

The elements that worked in the first film, however, 
are still working perfectly. The chemistry between 
Foley, Rosewood, and Taggart is still effective and the 
dialogue is still strong. Direcor Scott made this film a 
bit more flashy through many sequences that display 
rapid edits and ambitious photography. Some frowned 
upon this technique, but I feel as though it provided an 
integral element of individuality to the film that helps 
distinguish it from its immensly popular predecessor. 

If you enjoyed the first film, then I sincerely doubt 
that you will not like this one. Although there are some 
problems with the film, they are mainly attributable to 
the fact that this is a sequel. Obviously, nothing in life 
is as impactful the second time around, whether it be 
a trip to Paris, a ride on a roller coaster, or seeing 
Niagara Falls. The same holds true for any movie and 
its characters. Although the impact they have may be 
lessened, the actors here clearly delivered legitimate 
and believable performances and are as refreshing as 
was possible. So, in terms of the way all sequels go, 
this one is quite enjoyable. 3 STARS. 

* “Beverly Hills Cop III”: 1994. Rated R. 

How does the saying go? Good things come in 
threes? The third time is the charm? Well, Eddie 
Murphy is back as Axel Foley, with Reinhold again 
returning as Rosewood. John Ashton and Ronny Cox 
jumped the “Beverly Hills Cop" ship with many other 
centrals who didn’t want to come back for a third out¬ 
ing. Perhaps it was a omen of some sort, foreshad¬ 
owing this film series’ demise. 

Reputable director John Landis (Michael Jackson's 
"Thriller” video, “An American Werewolf in London,” 
and “Kentucky Fried Movie”) takes over the helm for 
this story about counterfeiting and an amusement 
park. Aside from the fact that I am still questioning this 
from the seond installment, I’ll ask anyway; why is 
Foley working in Beverly Hills again? As a film critic, 
these things pain me. It reminds me of the lunacy of 
Macauley Culkin being left home alone not once, but 
twice, by his parents! These things just wouldn’t hap¬ 
pen. 

As I stated previously, a sequel should preserve the 
things that worked in the first film. Well, with John 
Ashton’s Sergeant Taggart being written out of the 
story, the wonderful chemistry that I raved about in the 
previous two editions is gone. Reinhold and Murphy, 
consequently, seem to rely too heavily on each other 
to breathe life into their respective, now outright bor¬ 
ing, characters. The photography in the film is good, 
but the sets lack any sort of creativity (which dramati¬ 
cally limits the photographic possibilities of the film). 
This is primarily due to the fact that a great majority of 
the film takes place in a theme park. 

It is always sad to report that the magic is gone 
from this series, but this film proves that beyond a 
shadow of doubt. The villain in the picture is weak and 
paper thin, and nowhere near as formidable as the 
previous two baddies were. In fact, you may fear the 
clowns in the theme park more than this intended 
antagonist! 

So, with a few exceptions, this film is a letdown. It 
seems that every good scene is cut down by a terrible 
one that follows. Consequently, the film plays much 
like the roller coasters that appear in the picture; high 
points abruptly altered by low points. 

If you liked the first two, then rent this one just 
because it is part of the series. It won’t let you down 
as long as you don’t expect it to be the best of the 
three. Otherwise, if you want a sequel to "Beverly Hills 
Cop II,” then rewind the first installment and watch it 
again. 2 STARS.

Dude”

I had a great time recently when we took my dog 
with us when we went out for supper. We knew it 
would be okay because J&R’s Fish House has picnic 
tables on the side of the building. 

We went for STEAMERS - steamed clams ... 
sweet, succulent clams with a side of broth, some but¬ 
ter, a little cole slaw, and some corn on the cob. What 
more could you ask for? (I know - an ice-cold Dr. 
Pepper!) 

We had three pounds of steamers. My dog was 
eating the little piece of skin that you peel off the clam 
and some french fries. Don’t laugh, poodles eat any¬ 
thing. 

It was like having a picnic in Rockport. The clams 
were sweet and delicious. You could tell by the taste 
(very fresh). With the butter all around the clam and 
then a sweet burst of sea-like saltiness ... let me tell 
you, it would be tough to beat that. 

When I do them at home, I fill the steam pot with 
Gallo French Columbard white wine, 3 TB of garlic, 
1/4 C extra virgin olive oil, and a healthy dash of red 
pepper flakes. Steam those clams in that baby (just 
make sure the clams have been scrubbed very clean 
before they go in the pot). 

After the clams, we took the poodle to Stan’s for 
some soft serve. She loves vanilla; the poodle likes 
vanilla, too. You can't make soft serve at home with¬ 
out the right machine, so do like I do - just go to Stan’s 
on Springfield St. in Agawam. 

When doing clams at home, just be sure about 
whom you buy them from; they really need to be 
fresh. At your next cookout, try doing steamers for 
your friends. (If they don’t like clams, hey, that’s just 
more for you!) 

Try seasoning the clams differently. Chop some 
chourice and add to the clam broth while steaming. 
Try adding your corn to the steam pot. Mix the clams. 
If you’re doing steamers, why not do some mahogany 
clams. Count necks; they will all be tasty. 

Doing the corn? Try buttering the ears and then 
season them. Wrap in foil and cook on the coals. Mix 
your butter half-and-half with margarine. 

Lobsters? Buy smaller ones and add them to the 
steam pot. The only thing missing from your clam¬ 
bake will be the seaweed.

Perry Lane 

Camp opens 
for the summer

Perry Lane Camp in Agawam held its open house 
for parents and children on Sunday, July 1st and it 
officially opened Monday, July 2nd for a summer filled 
with fun, safe, and satisfying programs, according to 
Agawam Park and Recreation Director Christopher 
Sparks. 

“Perry Lane Camp gives children the opportunity to 
explore an outdoor camp where they can do activities 
they can't necessarily do at home,” Sparks said. “The 
camp also provides child care services for parents 
when they go to work." 

In addition to being Agawam’s Park and 
Recreation Director, Sparks said he is responsible for 
the entire Summer Camp Program. 

Sparks said the entire staff at Perry Lane Camp 
reports to him on a daily basis. 

According to Perry Lane Camp’s Director Mike 
Aiken, “There are about 40 staff members involved 
with the camp. They range from lifeguards to coun¬ 
selors, camp coordinators, volunteers, a camp nurse, 
specialty arts and crafts counselors and sports coun¬ 
selors." 

Perry Lane Camp is actually three camps in one. 
Pre-School Camp is for ages four and five years-old 
as of July 1st, a Day Camp for ages six-11, and a 
Teen Camp for 11 and up, Aiken said. 

Perry Lane Camp is open Monday-Friday and the 
hours of operation are: Pre-School Camp is 8:30am- 
12:15pm; Day Camp, 8:30am-3:45pm; and Teen 
Camp, 8:30am-3:45pm (according to the Town of 
Agawam Park and Recreation Department manual). 

“We offer the kids a variety of activities such as 
specialty arts and crafts, sports, swimming lessons, 
field trips, and special safety presentations,” Aiken 
said. 

This summer, Perry Lane Camp plans to have field 
trips to Golf Acres and to Look Park, Aiken said. 

The camp also offers extended afternoon and 
morning hours for working parents who can’t be there 
at the camp’s normally scheduled hours, Aiken said. 

“This summer is especially exciting because we 
have a new sports and challenge course for the kids," 
said Aiken. "This new course includes a rope that 
allows the kids to swing from trees to trees." 

Aiken said he assures parents the safety of their 
children and also said there is a nurse on duty in the 
rare case of an injury and there is a lifeguard at all 
times for the children who are swimming. 

“I feel comfortable letting the parents know they 
can feel good about leaving their children at Perry 
Lane Camp," Day Camp Coordinator Annie Bianca 
said. "We do our best to make the children feel com¬ 
fortable because we want them to come back next 
summer." 

“The majority of the children who attend Perry 
Lane Camp are Agawam residents, but we have a 
few children from Southwick,” Aiken said. 

“The Town of Agawam had a summer camp before 
I was hired in 1999,” Sparks said. 

The Agawam Park and Recreation Department 
has been running a summer program since the mid¬ 
dle 1970’s, when the camp included Camp Rainbow, 
Sparks said. 

Former director John Kunasek, who worked for the 
town of Agawam from 1964-1994, said, “Camp 
Rainbow was strictly for special needs.” 

In the mid 1990’s, the camp name was changed to 
Parry Lane Camp because it’s located on Perry Lane 
and also due to the town’s new ownership of the prop¬ 
erty, Kunasek said.

until this summer. 

He said he applied for the director’s position 
through the Agawam Park and Recreation 
Department.

This game saw both teams manufacture runs. It 
also saw Liberty make four errors, which made all the 
creative runs it scored basically an exercise in futility. 

Agawam got on the board in its half of the first 
inning. John Lynch singled sharply to left. Brandon 
Donovan rapped one to short, forcing Lynch at sec¬ 
ond. 

Donovan, who continues to shine both in the field 
and at the plate for Agawam, then stole second. 

With catcher Matt Rheault at the plate, he swiped 
third. Rheault (who would go 3-4 in this one) then 
slapped a single to right, driving Donovan home.

Swing improvement exercise... 

I would like you to understand and practice what 
consider to be the best exercise for improving you', 
game and controlling the ball. 

You may have noticed when watching low-handi¬ 
cap golfers playing that all their swings look different. 

Well, to a point this is true, but when the swing 
reaches its crucial point - through the impact area - 
most swings are exactly the same. 

Each golfer’s club arrives at the ball on a good line, 
and the clubface is square to that line more often than 
not. 

This leads me to an exercise that you should prac¬ 
tice - with or without a ball: 

1. Swing the club back to hip height on your back- 
swing only. 

2. Now swing down again through to the height of 
your hips on the follow-through. Practice this continu¬ 
ously, like a pendulum. 

Train regularly at this and learn the movement well. 
You will soon feel the freedom that the correct move¬ 
ment gives you. All the great players perform this part 
of the swing well. 

By practicing this exercise, you will give yourself a 
chance to become a better player.
